the Hnmboldt river sahubie (or agricultural 
pnrp sen than OD all the other strums in 
too tit tie ouiubined. Thu soil is ii< b and 
reqmr. a ouly moisture and cultivation to 
make the lands »s productive aa any on iLe 
coast 
At Big Meadows, above the Sink of 


the Humboldt, there are thousands of »criB 
ol aa rich lauds us conld be desirnd ownerl 
by thu ruilrodd coup my, the Government 
anil priratx tudivMua s. 'ihe soil is alln- 
v nin, and produces ihu Quest wheat, bailey 
aad o»t«, and the best pi.ttno a on the 
ooait. Ttme crops ol alfalfa—Irom three 
to aix terns to the uore—»re produced on 
those la ids in a nensoD, ami with plenty of 
water enoiuh land cotild be cultivated 
vritbin twenty nulcs of the Siuk to furuieh 
the whole Stain of Nevadu aod the njicicR 
coun'iea of Calilornia with 
breadatuffs 


Much of the Hntnboldt valley from the 
SiuK to Qumboldt cauyon, eaat of Gol- 
couda, could be brought under a high atate 
ol cultivation with a luodcraie qvuutity of 
TVS tor iu udiliiioo to whnt fivlU from Ibe 
clouds in urdiuary seasons.

the. leusi tie natural resources of the valley 
of the Humboldt, nor its productive ca- 
pacity uud-r the favorable 
conditions 


which it enumerates. With such artificial 
means m can, and which sometime will be 
utilized (or ineutinga sufficient nnd uniform 
supply of moisture, the valley, or Huui- 
boldtoouuiy alone will possess all of the 
resources for the profitable employment 
&nd support of five times the present pop- 
ulation of the Slat:), besides oontribuiiug 
largely to the sustenance of as muny more 
people in other pluots. It is not an unrea- 
sonable pro Helton tail the father of a 
preeeut vot-r wi,l live to see the Hnmboldl 
valley as thickly populated as the most fa-

THK MOJAVE DKSEIIT. 


A Subterranean Dam for tue Diversion 


of Water. 


Belmoot Courier: 
The Sierra Valley 


Water Company has in course of construc- 
a belrock dam to convey aad utilize tl 8 
subtvrraneaa waters of the Mojave river 
;hiU have hitherto in the smmrrer season 
run to waste by percolation. Even in the 
dryetit season this river flows a considera- 
ble body of water. 
It appears on the sur- 


face and again disappears eight times be- 
fore it finally disnpp-ars for the lu>t time 
in Soda lake. 
Below Fish ponds and 


above Daggett this eccentric stream takes 
a plunge and is absorbed by the pebbles 
and sands in its bed, to appear again 12 
miles di taut. 


It has been aecertuined by repeated tests 


and measurements that the waters of the 
river do not enter any subterranean chan- 
nel or fissure in thu bedrock, but are sim- 
ply absorbed by the gravel as the cpocge 
absorbs vvuter. The oouipuiyts building 
a siiibuierged datn in the bidrook 1,600 feet 
in leog h by 12 feet m bight at a point in 
the bed Uireu miles nbove D«g,(ctt, for the 
purpose of arresting the sub surface flow 
o! Ihis water aud conveying it by canal 
and pipes to j, point near D.g^ett, where it 
can be utili/ed for power for mills, reduc- 
tion works »ud irrigation purposes. Cheap 
power is a deniderutum where fuel is dear 
Eighty stamps are iu cocsiaut operation i n 
the orea of Calico, the motive power ben g 
steam 
The water of this new enterprise) 


will be brought in at a sufficient elevation 
to utilize U for power,

SHE DOUBLED UP THE MAYOR. 


An Insane Woman Conquers MS Army of 


City Official* on the Island. 


"There baa been a marvelous change 


in the treatment of insane patients in 
our hospitals -within the last five years," 
said H. H. Porter, the president of the 
board of commissionors of charities and 
correction, the other day. 
"Not long 


ago every patient was considered a can- 
didate for the struightjacket or the cuffs 
if he was at all violent. Now we seldom 
have occasion to use either one. The 
change has come as a result of our in- 
creased facilities and accommodations. 
We are enabled to employ better nurses 
and caretakers, and we find that persua- 
sion is far more effective than force. 


"I remember a rather funny experi- 


ence I had when Mayor Hewitt was in 
office. You know the old gentleman 
was very anxious to do the right thing 
in regard to appropriations for all the 
city institutions, and in order to under- 
stand the needs of each he made re- 
markably thorough and careful investi- 
gations. He sent word to -us one day 
that he would inspect the insane asy- 
lums on the island the next day, so all 
the commissioners made arrangements 
to accompany him. 
When the time 


came there was just an army of us, for 
beside the mayor and the commissioners 
every paper in the city sent its repre- 
sentative. 


"We got along all right on the island 


until we came to the 'lodge' where the 
most dangerous patients were kept. 
Here Mr. Hewitt stopped and said, 'I 
don't think we had better go in there- 
all of us—for we will probably excite the 
patients,' But none of the commission- 
ers or reporters wanted to be left behind, 
so we all went in, the reporters bring- 
ing up the rear. 


"There was a big German woman, 


years old, confined there, with whom we 
had had considerable trouble. I thought 
she was safe out of the way, but when 
we opened the doors there she was 
straight before ua. The crowd nettled 
her for a moment, and then with a yell 
she rushed forward. There was a grand 
rush—the reporters turned tail and ran 
as fast as they could for the fence, while 
the commissioners streaked off in differ- 
ent directions, and poor Mayor Hewitt, 
who could not get out of the way, was 
left facing the wild woman. 


"He did not stand long, however, for 


in less time than I can tell it she hit him 
in the pit of his stomach and doubled 
him up on the floor, while his glasses 
flew clear across the room. The next in- 
stant the keepers had her in charge, and 
•lowly the army of men gathered itself 
together, While the other commissioners 
were dusting the mayor off I handed him 
his glasses, and then he turned and looked 
at us reproachfully as he said, 'I told 
you so.'"—New York Tribune.
